of their worst season since the 
late '90s, were conceded only an 
even chance 'of polishing off the 
Men of Manhattan, who incident- 
ally haven't scored on a Nebraska 
team for three seasons. 
Bill Callihan of Grand Island 


and Bill Andreson of Plainville, 
Kas., were the Nebraska co-cap- 
tains. Kansas State's leader was 
Kenneth Nordstrom, one of Char- 
ley Brock's rivals for all confer- 
ence honors. 
The temperature, after being 


Close to the zero mark had climbed 
steadily and the day was wel- 
comed by the players altho' the' 
paying customers were huddled in 
blankets throut the stadium and 
bleacher sections.

FREEMASON LODGES 


Also Prohibits Any Type of 


General Strike or 


Walkout. 


WARSAW. (UP). The govern- 


ment 
dissolved 
all 
Freemason 


lodges thruout the country and 
prohibited general strikes in a 
series of drastic decrees designed 
to strengthen Poland's position as 
a totalitarian state. 
The decree provided that all 
Freemason property b« 
immedi- 


ately confiscated 
by the state 


which will utilize it "for purposes 
of public welfare." A prison term 
of five years is established as the 
penalty for those organizing or 
joining Masonic lodges. 
The order prohibits any type of 
general strike or any walkout. 
affecting an entire industry. Proc- 
lamation of or participation in 
nuch strikes will be punishable by 
five years imprisonment. Farmers 
w^o refuse to d'eliver produce a* 
a part of any labor walkout are 
subject to five year prison terms.

Macdonald opened a debate on 
the government's abandonment of 
its plan for partitioning of Pales- 
tine at a moment when Germany's 
anti-Jewish campaign gave urg- 
ency to the problem of finding 
new homes for German Jews. 


His announcement followed by 
a few hours the statement of 
President 
Roosevelt 
at

Springs, Ga., that It had been "re- 
ported" 4that the "number of refu- 
gees to be permitted entry into 
Palestine will be materially in- 
creased and in particular that 
many children and young people 
will be given refuge there." 


MncDonald said he was consid- 


ering the Jewish agency's propo- 
sals in conjunction with Sir Har- 
old MacMichael, Britain's h i g h 
commissioner for Palestine. 


But he added firmly, "The prob- 


lem of refugees in central Eurppe 
cannot be settled in Palestine," 


Britain, the secretary said, made 
no promise that Palestine "should 
be a home for everyone who is 
seeking to escape from such an 
immense calamity."

it. 
In fact, he is likely to help 


spread it. 


Eczema is a persistent akin dis- 


turbance in infants which is diffi- 
cult to treat. If does not make a 
baby sick, and you cannot treat a 
baby with eczema as you would 
treat a baby who Is ill with some 
acute infection. 


Treating eczema in an infant re- 


quires patience 
and resourceful 


ness, because one of the important 
things in the treatment is to keep 
the baby from scratching, and at 
the same time to allow him as 
much freedom of movement as 
possible. 


When 
medicine 
is put on the 


rash, a dressing must be put over 
it in such a way that the infant 
cannot disturb it. 
Eczema is an 


itching skin rash, and the scratch- 
Ing is a condition which must be 
eliminated If the eczema 1* to be 
cured.

Other Cauaes. 


The rash may come on because 


the infant 
Is over-sensitive 
to 


some food. 
Infections of the skin 


with parasites or molds, like the 
ringworm or yenst mold, may also 
bring on the eczema. The medi- 
cines which are used tend to re- 
lieve the itcning as well as get rid 
of the parasite.

EDUCATORS WILL ASK 


RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


Teachers to Contribute 5 


Percent of Their 


Salaries. 


Nebraska educators will renew, 


_t the coming session of the leg- 
slature. their request for a law 
creating a teachers' 
retirement 


system, with payments to those 
released from further service. The 
nil as drawn creates t board^ of 
five members to administer the 
system. Two members are to be 
named by the governor, with the 
consent of the legislature, from 
members of the system, the state 
superintendent, the attorney gen- 
eral and the state treasurer. The 
system wilt begin operations July 
1, 1939, the beginning of the reg- 
ular financial biennium. 
Admin- 


strators serve without pay, with a 
said secretary. 
Membership in the system con- 


sists of all senior teachers except 
those employed by the university 
board of regents and those now re- 
ceiving pensions by virtue of exist- 
ing laws, but the latter may be 
merged with the state system. A 
senior teacher is one wha has 
reached 25 year* of age last Au- 
gust. Junior teachers may ^olun- 
tarlly elect membership any time 
before their 25th birthday. 
The 


board may bar part-time teachers 
and those temporarily employed. 
Certificates of membership are is- 
sued. 


Teachers are automatically re- 


tired after 68 yeara, but to con- 
tinue after they become 65 re- 
quires official action. Any mem- 
"ber may retire at will if he or she 
has had 15 years of service and 
reached 60 years, or if without 
having 
attained that 
age has 


served 35 years 
In 
the 
public 


schools. Provisions are also made 
for retirement upon disability, and 
also for physical examinations to 
determine if they should continue 
to receive retirement allowances. 


Teachers who become members 


are required tff desposit 5 percent 
of all salaries under $3,000 a year. 
An equivalent amount is required 
from the employer. If a teacher 
withdraws contributions are re- 
turned. Where a teacher has been 
retired by operation of the law re- 
lating to superannuation, 
he or 


she shall receive: First a teacher's 
annuity which shall be the actual 
equivalent of the 
member's ac- 


cumulated contri buttons at 
the 


time, a state annuity 
of 
equal 


amount and if the member has 
a prior service certificate in ef- 
fect and additional state annuity 
which shall be l-140th of the aver- 
age prior service salary multiplied 
by the number of service. If the 
retirement ' allowance 
does not 


equal $300 a year the state shall 
make up the difference where two 
or iriore years of service have been 
performed in the_ preceding 
five 


years.

PARIS. <.P). Reserves of steel 


helmeted 
mobile 
guards 
were 


rushed from central and south- 
western France to the north, where 
strikers protesting against Dala- 
dier government's labor program 
resisted efforts to oust them from 
occupied factories. 
Spread of the strike wave co- 
incided with conversations between 
Premier Daladier and other French 
leaders and Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain 
and 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Halifax of Britain looking toward 
closer military ties. 


Also developing was suspicion 
and dislike, expressed in the press, 
for the Franco-German renuncia- 
tion of war 
accord announced 
Wednesday. 


Chamberlain, Halifax and Brit- 
ish foreign office officials began 
formal 
conversations with

Bonnet and other French officials 
at the foreign ministry.

Lebrun, at which the

remained inside their plants.

squads of mobile 
guardsmen who marched into fac- 
torie's this morning found strikers 
In the Denain and Valenciennes 
district reluctant to leave. 
Reserves were called as disor- 


ders broke out in several indus- 
trial districts. 
The number of strikers rose 
above 40,000 as the movement 
spread to the coal mines of north- 
ern France. 
• About 14,000 coal miners occu- 
pied their pits m sympathy with 
26,000 striking metal workers to 
protest the government labor poli- 
cy of increasing work beyond the 
40 hour week and of evacuating 
occupied factories by force. 
Another 4,000 railroad men, who 
transport coal from the mines to 
canal barges, also joined the move- 
ment. 
The strikes ^nvolved the Anzin 
mine, greatest coal producer ^ in 
France, and several other northern 
pits.

In an interview in the World- 


Herald 
the 
other 
day Ernest 


Thompson Seton proposed that 
Nebraska be turned back to the 
Indians, 
excepting 
Omaha, 
of 


course. 
He would build a fence 


around Omaha to keep the Indians 
out. The World-Herald, discussing 
the proposition, at once began to 
worry about what might happen 
to the city of Lincoln if such a 
thing should happen. It fe*lt that 
Mr. Seton had overlooked some 
of the claims made by Lincoln, else 
he would have suggested a fence 
for Lincoln, as he did In the case 
of Omaha. That causes the Has- 
tings Tribune to remark, "It could 
be that Omaha does not have' much 
room to crow. Maybe Mr. Seton 
knows more about Nebraska and 
Omaha than some of, us think." 


On another master the Clay 


County Sun discussed Omaha and 
its attitude toward the rest of the 
state. 
Th* Sun says that the 


Omaha paper referred to the elec- 
tion of the governor by the Omaha 
vdte as a "republican- joke." ' It 
does not believe that is very much 
to boast about. It continues: 


"Suppose 
the World-Herald 
waa prevented from delivering1 
Its papers In out-state Nebraska 
such as our farmers have been 
prevented from hauling their 
produce' to market, the shoe 
would be on the other foot.

part in any discussion that may 
be made over that city because of 
its attitude toward the rest of 
the state. There is a disposition, 
however, in Lincoln AS well m 
elsewhere to see t hat th« high 
ways are ,kept open, that the 
transportation of freight ami pas- 
senpfprs 
may 
be snfoly accom 


pllshed, and thai the markets of 
the state may be kept acc?ssihte to 
producers and to all others who 
desire to use them.

excuse for the depression pessi- 
mism of those who refuse to adroit 
anything In their lot is worthy of 
thanks giving. There are few per- 
sons who cannot find a single

or

single person who Is not in some 
respects worse off than they. 


Somewhere 
between the 
ex- 


tremes of the stubborn pessimist 
and tha almost equally stubborn 
and, unreasoning optimist, is the 
true spirit of Thanksgiving, a 
spirit which ts given full play in 
the United States today. 
Perhaps 


no other people have more oc- 
casion for a holiday of this sort 
than the people of this Country. 


In the United States, depression 


has not made the heavy Inroads 
that it has made In other coun- 
trlep, the nation is not In danger 
of impending destruction about to 
b« wrought by some malicious 
military power, and the blessings 
of democracy •mi flower. 


So while we may take full plea- 


sure in our blcasings and in our 
fortunate plight, we should not, in 
our thanksgiving, be blinded to a 
responsibility which is aurcly our». 
Our thankfulness that we are not 
in tho predicament of peoples in 
other countries does not relieve us 
of a degree of responsibility to 
ward those same people. 
The 


world Is too small, too cramped, 
for one nation eternally to enjoy 
the blessings for which we are 
now thankful. If they do not be- 
come widespread they are surely 
destined to perish. 


So while we enjoy and 
are 


thankful for the blessings of peace, 
nominal prosperity and liberty, we 
must not neglect giving & thought 
to the perpetuation of their seed 
at home and abroad.

Home Made Blood Tonic. 


A simple but effective blood tonic 


may be made by pouring: from a 
creased paper one ounce of garnet 
red scales of iron-anu-ammonium- 
citrate into a four ounce vial, then 
adding hot water to fill the vial. A 
clear red solution occurs. Average 
dose of this is one teaspoonful 
three times daily, after meals, in 
water, 


Formerly, I suggested flavoring 


the dose by the addition of simple 
syrup, or sugar, and any fruit 
juice one prefers. But the ideal 
way to take this iron medicine for 
a n e m i a 
is 
with 
vitamin 
B 


complex syrup—a tcaspoonful of 
the syrup -with each teaspoonful of 
the iron-ammonium-citrate 
solu- 


tion. An optimal daily ration of 
vitamin B complex (not just vita- 
min B alone) is essential in most 
cases of anemia anyway; some of 
the entitles or factors of vitamin 
B complex are concerned in the as- 
similation and utilization of iron. 
T am pretty testy about the taste 
of medicine myself, and I have per- 
sonally tested this tron-ammonium- 
citrate-vttamin - B - complex-syrup 
mixture, so that I shall never again 
have patience with anybody who 
tries to tell me this home made 
Iron tonic is not pleasant to tak* 


One-fourth of a grain of iron 


a day Is sufficient for a healthy 


man. A pale weak woman needs a 
teaspoonful. 
In other words, if the diet sup- 


plies the daily requirement of iron, 
ind enough vitamin B complex to 
insure axaimiliation and utilization 
of Iron, one-half grain a day ia 
probably ample to maintain good 
nutrition and good 
health. 
But 


when the diet has long been defi- 
cient in iron and in vitamins, aa 
the diet of many urban dwellers is. 
and malnutrition and anemia have 
developed, then restoration 
de- 


mands tbat much larger dally ra- 
tions of iron and vitamin shall be 
aken. So far as the treatment of 
anemia is concerned it Is generally 
futile to take a pill, tablet or cap- 
sule containing only a few grains 
oC iron. I repeat, more nearly a 
teaspoonful a day'is necessary to 
overcome anemia—and that com- 
bined with the essential vitamin B 
complex factor or factors. Three 
teaspoonfuls of the home made 
iron tonic contain 
approximately 
45 grainy of iron-ammonium-ci- 
trate. Something like—and inex- 
pensive if you make your own. 


Any one who takes the iron tonic 


for anemia should continue It for 
not less than two or three months, 
and the vitamin B complex as well. 
Occasionally some slight diarrhea 
may be set up by the irritation of 
the iron; in such caae discontinue 
the iron, but not the vitamin B 
complex, for a day or two, then 
resume the iron at half the former 
dose. If this goes all right, increase 
to the regular teaspoonful dose 
three times a day after a few days.

poems. After reading ."Leaves of 
Grass" the secretary of war dis- 
missed Whitman from a $600 a 
year clerkship and nearly starved 
the Good Grey Poet who Is now 
regarded as America's greatest. 
No, I am not presuming to, say 
that there is not a lot of lousy 
printed matter cumbering our book 
stalls and librartes. I am protest- 
ing- the whole idea of censorship. 
There is no person or committee 
of persona with the right or capa- 
city to judge what may be read by 
each of the 80,000 people of this 
community. 
I see a lot of traah 
on our news stands that it seems 
to me would be more useful feed- 
ing furnaces than human minds, 
but I wouldn't presume to grade 
them. I remember that the class- 
ics have had a harder time with 
censors than conventional polly- 
anna trash. Likewise I hear soap 
box orators spouting slush that T 
think would be most useful in a 
vacuum. Then I think of the im^ 
mortal words of Voltaire, "I don't 
believe a word you say, but I 
would fight to the death to give 
you the privilege to .-say it." 


Our community has remained 
clean, wholesome, and snne with- 
out censorships. Its taste Is im- 
proving thru education and toler- 
ance. The world is already over- 
supplied with censorships. Let us 
continue to trust the good sense 
and taste of Lincoln to select its 
own reading matter.

Should Pass an Examination on 
Tax Systems.

Many factors connected with 
taxation are matters of arithmetic, 
but all that numbers of these per- 
son know is that their salaries 
are too small since they are always 
gone in very short order. They d^ 
not stop to consider that .thousands 
of taxpayers must calculate ex- 
penditures very carefully to pay 
taxes when due. 


Gov. 
Cochran said that few

Dr. Dieckhoff is Germany's

But he is not a nazi party 
man. And his lot is not invariably 
m happy one. 
The topic is apt for Thanksgiv- 
ing day, for it will show that, 
while there seem to be few reasons 
for giving thanks in the world, at

grateful. 


Dieckhoff Report Spurned. 


Dr. Dieckhoff's difficulty arises 
from a situation which also exists 
in the soviet union. In Russia and 
the reich, the new ruling castes 
boast few members fit to serve as 
reporters and negotiators abroad. 
The Julius Stretchers 
and 
their 
Russian counterparts are all very 
welt for home consumption.* but 
scarcely exportable 
commodities. 
Consequently, both German and 
Russian embassies are staffed in 
most countries with trained pro- 
fessionals, like Dr. Dieckhoff, or 
the recently recalled Russian am- 
bassador, Troyanovsky. 
At the same time, the rulers of 
Germany and Russia, suffering as. 
they do from tyrants' psychoses, 
dare not trust survivors from ear- 
lier regimes. Besides the 
profes- 
sional diplomats, party men are 
usually included in the staffs 
of 
German and Russian embassies. 
There have been such party men 
in Washington, as elsewhere. And 
it is an open secret that their task 
is to \\ atch the ambassadors. 
The nazis, however, do not stop 
there. 
Occasional checkups 
by 
special agents, whom it would be 
unkind to call spies, are also 
re- 
sorted to. 
Dr. Dieckhoff has ex- 
perienced two of them. The first 
was shortlj* after his arrival in 
this country. At the urging of the 
state department, he reported that 
the 
subsidized 
propaganda 
of 
American nazi bunds was convert- 
ing no one, making bad feeling, 
and costing more and more. No 
action was taken on the report. 


Agents Check Up., 


A little later, however, Capt. 
Fritz Wiedemann 
and 
Princess 


Stephanie Hohenlohe arrived 
in 
America. 
Wiedemann was Hit- 
ler's wartime commanding officer, 
and, since the nazis' rise to power, 
has .served as the fuehrer's con- 
fidential agent abroad. 
Recently 
it has been said that the nazi ex- 
tremists have done for him, but 
he undertook an important mission 
to England as late as last Sep- 
tember. 


As for Princess Hohenlohe, she 
is a strange figure—a 
plump, 
highly lacquered, beady eyed Vien- 
nese, whose fantastic jewels indi-

CAN MAINTAIN TREND 


Declares Long Term Busi- 


ness Improvement Is 


Now Possible. 


W A S H I N G T O N . < UP ). The 


country is now in a position to 
maintain a long term business im- 
provement. Secretary of Commerce 
Roper said Thursday in a Thanks- 
giving; statement. 
Roper sairi the upward trend 
which began last summer has "been 
so rapid that indications now point 
to a national income (paid out) 
total of 565.000,000,000 for 
the 
whole of this year, the "highest, 
except for last year, since 1930. 
Income 
paid 
out 
last 
vear 
totaled 
$69,000,000.000. 
Earlier 
this year commerce department 
experts doubted that national in- 
come would reach $60,000,000,000. 
"A year ago we were in the 
midst of a recession in business 
activity with all principal indices 
pointing- downward, resulting in 
concern over the outlook." Roper 
said. "Today in bold contrast, the 
country is in a most favorable 
position to sustain an 
upward 
trend over a long term, of suf- 
ficient strength as not to be funda- 
mentally affected by minor fluc- 
tuations." 
For example, he said, the steel 
Industry is twice as active as at 
this time last year; motor vehicle 
production is 13 percent greater; 
construction awards m this month 
to date are 37 percent greater and 
the index of induatr'^1. production, 
which declined to 71 in" May of 
this year will rise above 95 this/ 
month. 
"Similar indications of improved 


economic conditions are found in 
almost every statistical measure," 


** Roper said. 
"The business com- 
munity appears to have developed 
greater confidence, which in turn, 
has been translated into positive 
action. Also there is growing evi- 
dence of better understanding be- 
tween industry, labor and govern- 
ment." 
Roper said Americans 
shtXild 
find great encouragement for these 
reasons: 
Notwithstanding the disturbing 


effects of war threats thruout the 
.year, this country was stil! at 
peace and on good terms with the 
world. 
Progress made in the negotia- 
tion of reciprocal trade agree- 
ments, notably with »the United 
Kingdom and Canada, ban created 
the- foundation for future under- 
standing and good will. 
The nation passed thru the re- 
cent off year election without dis- 
turbance to the recovery trend of 
business.

for Question 36, Answered aboVe. The 
particular North and South players 
who held these hands were supposed 
to be experts, but after West banged 
down the heart ace and defeated their 
grand slam contract one trick they 
probably did not feel so expert. 


South's failure to employ an ace- 


locating convention was 85 per cent 
responsible for the debacle. Perhaps 
North should not have bid the grand 
slam, but whether or not this is so, 
the fact remains that he had some 
.problem. If South had made an ob- 
vious exploration bid for aces the 
problem could not have arisen. After 
North's double raise In spades South 
had only one point to determine, 1. e., 
whether the hand should play at a 
small or a grand slam.

If you feel you did not 


understand, your tuition will be 
cancelled for the present year. 


Pay Ac Other Students. 


"Next year you will be expected 
to pay or make arrangements to 
pay your tuition as do other stu- 
dents." 


The players, advised to take a 


few days^ to "think it over," left 
the meeting1 without comment. 
A 
spokesman for the university, how- 
ever, described the action as a "re- 
treat on the part of the university 
in fairness to the boys." 


The freshmen team la consid- 


ered one of the best in the recent 
history of Pitt—where, outstanding 
varsity teams have become a ^tra- 
dition under the coaching of Dr. 
John Bain Sutherland". 


And, if some of this year's fresh- 
ien players do not leave Pitt—as 
several threatened they would be- 
fore settlement of the tuition fuss 
—Sutherland will need them ne~xt 
season. His great varsity of this 
season, beaten only by Carnegie 
Tech, has borne the brunt of a ter- 
rific schedule because of ineffec- 
tive replacements.

in New York's Madison Square 
Garden for boxing's biggest title. 


The other dream? 
Well. John 
Henry isn't sure when that one 
will be realized. 


"You 
can't do two things At 


once," he told me, "specially two' 
different t lungs as fighting and 
preaching. 
Right., now I'm 
a 


fighter, fighting to eat and live, 
and I guess my preaching/ will 
have to wait until I beats Joe 
and get the championship. 
But 


when I do I guess I'll go in the 
min'stry. I got a strong1 'feeling 
that-n-way. 


John Henry hasn't any worries 


about beating Joe. To use his own 
words, he'll be "right disappointed" 
if he isn't the winner after 15 
rounds in the Garden two months 
from now." I don't see any reason 
why I shouldn't beat Joe," John 
Henry said, 
"I've seen him fight 


eight or nine tlnies^ and all he has 
got 'is a punch. 


"And that ain't enough to beat 
me. I been fighting1 since I was 
fo' years old—I'm twenty fo' now 
—and I beat more punchers than 
you could get in a whole front 
yard." 


I questioned the statement that 
he had been fighting since he was 
four years old, as who wouldn't? 


Starts Fighting Early. 


"Yessir, I mean I been fighting 
since I was fo' that was when I 
got my first pair of 
fighting 


breeches and gloves. I used to fight 
exhibitions against kids my own 
size, right here In Phoenix. 
We

before 
regular 


fights. Used to go two two-minute 
rounds and then pass the hat. 
I 
ain't bragging, but I know how 
to fight. 
You can't fight for 20 
years and not learn nothing."

Henry 
if he 


thought he had learned enough to 
offset the kind of punches Joe 
Louis threw. 


"He ain't got anything but a 


left hand. 
Of I know, he can 


kill you if he ever hits you with 
that right, but I ain't no sucker 
for a rig-ht. Only suckers get hit 
with right hands. I'm telling you 
Joe might as well not have any 
right when he fights me, 'cause 
I ain't been hit by a right in years. 
His left is the only thing I got to 
watch. I didn't even ge"t smacked 
with a right when I was fo' years 
old." 


In. explaining his case, John 


Henry went on to point out that 
the records show that Joe Louis 
never 
had 
been 
too 
effective 


against good boxers. 
John Henry 
named Natie Brown, Patsy Per- 
roni, Tommy Farr, and Bob Pas- 
tor as boxers who had stayed the 
limit with Joe without serious in- 
jury.

"And I can box better than 


them boys. A lot better," he said.

Book To Prove It. 


"Yessir, I'm gonna be right dis- 


appointed if I don't berft that Joe. 
I guess he thinks he has a push- 
over in me, but if you'll just look 
in the book and see what I have 
clone since I won the light heavy 
title in 1935 you'll see I ain't no 
pushover." 
John Henry is quitting the light 


heavy ranks because the fights are 
too tough and the money is too 
little. 
"I nearly wore myself out mak- 


ing a living as a lightheavy," he 
explained.
